This  beautiful  Dahlia  resembles  Jersey’s 
Beauty,  but  is  an  even  brighter  and  more 
beautiful  in  color,  and  held  facing  to  facing 
up  on  cane  stiff  stems  that  can  be  cut  from  3 
to  5  ft.  in  length  and  is  a  most  extraordinary 
keeper  when  cut.  The  bush  is  from  6  to  8  ft. 
tall  and  of  splendid  vigor.  So  prolific  that  it 
is  common  to  find  10  up  to  25  blooms  on  a 
plant  averaging  8  in.  Heavily  disbudded  it 
will  grow  to  large  size.  A  very  large  stock 
enables  me  to  quote  a  price  far  below  its 
worth.

The  flower  consists  of  extremely  long  and 
broad  petals  sharply  pointed  and  with  a  very 
high  full  center,  giving  it  great  depth,  as  well 
as  diameter,  and  is  easily  in  the  Largest 
Bloom  class,  and  maintains  its  great  size  all 
season.  A  remarkably  prolific  bloomer  and 
cane  stiff  stems  (always)  from  2  to  3  feet 
long.  Color  is  a  beautiful  deep  gold  with 
orange  buff  suffusion.

The  plant 
is  as  sturdy  as  a  tree  and  grows  to  6  feet  in 
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height  with  the  immense  blooms  carried  well 
above  the  bush  on  cane  stiff  stems,  3  feet 
long,  that  holds  them  facing  up  or  at  a  slight 
angle.  A  perfect  stem,  a  giant  bloom,  a  plant 
of  splendid  vigor  and  a  beautiful  color.  Div. 
$3;  Plants  $1.50. 

JUMBO  SATAN.  I.  D.  The  most  spectacular 
Dahlia  ever  grown.  Shown  14  in.  by  7  in.  at 
San  Francisco,  (also  won  First  for  Largest 
Bloom  in  two  bloom  class),  and  even  in  the 
heat  of  Georgia,  grown  to  12  in.  “and  the 
heaviest  bloom  I  ever  saw.”

It  is  a  pure  rose  in  color,  different  in 
shade  from  any  dahlia  out,  and  hasn’t  a  par¬ 
ticle  of  lavender.  This  is  a  plant  of  extreme 
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vigor  and  keeps  green  and  soft  all  season  and 
is  a  prolific  bloomer  of  extra  size  flowers,  that 
keep  well  as  cut  flowers  (as  do  all  of  my  in¬ 
troductions).  Stems  are  long  and  stiff  and 
carry  flowers  at  a  proper  angle,  many  facing 
up.  The  color  is  superb  but  will  fade  slightly 
in  extremely  hot  weather,  unless  protected 
from  the  sun.  Recommended  at  Georgia  Ex¬ 
periment  Station.  Div.  $3;  Plants  $1.50. 

SUPREME  MONARCH.  I.  D.  An  immense, 
deep,  brilliant  red  with  a  reverse  of  pearly 
white  —  always  —  which  shows  on  face  as 
petals  twist  slightly.  Will  average  larger 
than  Elite  Glory  (its  seed  parent),  and  much 
more  prolific,  and  more  beautiful  in  forma¬ 
tion.  The  giant  blooms  are  held  erect,  and 
facing  on  stems,  like  cane,  that  are  2  to  3  feet 
long.  Mentioned  as  one  of  the  outstanding 
varieties  at  Bronx  Botanical  Gardens  1935. 
Div.  $2;  Plants  $1.

ANGE  MARCELLE.  I.  D.  (Pezzant)  This 
is  a  French  creation  that  is  going  to 
cause  a  sensation  when  seen,  the  blooms  av¬ 
erage  over  twelve  inches  and  corresponding¬ 
ly  deep,  color  old  rose  with  tints  of  copper, 
reverse  of  petals  pure  pink,  the  petals  are 
long  and  fluffy  and  curl  in  a  most  entrancing 
manner,  showing  the  pink  reverse  most  prom¬ 
inently.  They  are  held  at  a  forty-five  degree 
angle  on  extraordinary  long,  stiff,  cane-like 
stems  that  can  be  cut  in  lengths  of  four  feet 
and  over.  The  plant  is  a  very  strong  vigor¬ 
ous  grower  with  large,  thick,  leathery  foliage 
that  is  immune  from  insects.  Winner  of  high¬ 
est  award  and  first  class  certificate  at  Biar¬ 
ritz.  Divs.  $5;  Plants  $2.50. 

'"BERNICE  GEER.  (Geer)  The  best  and 
brightest  incurve  cactus  of  old  rose,  slightly 
veined  and  tipped  gold.  Has  been  picked  by 
the  best  Dahlia  critics  as  the  outstanding 
cactus  of  the  season.  A  winner  at  New  York, 
Cleveland  and  other  Shows.  Selected  for  the 
Honor  Roll  by  Leonard  Barron  and  J.  W.

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*DAHLIA  CRAFT.  S.C.( Modern  Dn.  G’d’ns.) 

A  light  canary  yel¬ 
low,  10  in  to  12  in.,  6  in.  to  8  in.  deep,  long, 
graceful  stems,  holds  flower  erect,  an  ideal 
keeper.  Bush  5  ft.  Color  similar  to  Frau 
O’Bracht.  Bloom  much  larger.  Roots  $10  net; 
Plants  $3  net. 

DEAN  ANDERSON.  I.  D.  (Wickersham) 
A  giant  bloom  on  a  long  and  cane  like  stem. 
In  color  between  Henna  and  Burnt  Orange. 
A  truly  beautiful  color  and  a  magnificent 
Dahlia.  On  Honor  Roll.  Plant  a  robust 
grower,  5  to  6  ft.  tall  and  blooms  stand  rigidly 
erect,  facing  you.  Div.  $5;  Plants  $2.50. 

DIRECTEUR  PLUMCOCQ.  I.  D.  (Pizant) 
This  is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  dahlias 
ever  grown  or  introduced,  and  is  going 
to  create  a  sensation  when  released.  Blooms 
15  inches  and  over  and  of  great  depth  seem  to 
grow  natural  with  this  variety.  It  created  a 
sensation  in  Europe  the  past  season  and 
scored  98  out  of  a  possible  100  points  at  the 
Migron  trial  grounds  in  France,  which  are 
identical  to  those  of  our  own  at  Storrs.  Also 
won  more  cups  and  awards  than  any  other 
dahlia  was  ever  known  to  win  in  a  single  sea¬ 
son.  The  blooms  extremely  full  and  nearly  as 
deep  as  wide.  Color  rich  old  gold  shaded  brown 
without  any  other  tints.  The  blooms  last  a 
long  time  on  the  plant  and  in  water,  and  are 
held  at  a  forty-five  degree  angle  on  strong 
cane-like  stems,  high  and  well  above  the  foli¬ 
age,  in  the  greatest  profusion  from  early  un¬ 
til  very  late  in  the  season.  The  foliage  is  large, 
thick  and  leathery,  the  kind  that  not  even 
grasshoppers  will  bother.  The  plant  is  of  ex¬ 
traordinary  vigor  and  well  in  harmony  with 
the  huge  flowers.  Extremely  scarce.  Div. 
$10  (limited);  Plants  $5. 


FIREBALL.  F.  D.  (Bissell)  Color  a  brilliant 
one  tone  scarlet,  which  does  not  burn  in  the 
sun.  The  foliage  is  heavy  and  absolutely  in¬ 
sect  resistant.  It  is  medium  height.  A 
very  early  bloomer  and  the  flowers  keep  ex¬ 
ceptionally  well  when  cut.  Honor  Roll  and 
Certificate  of  Merit.  Winner  of  three  blue 
ribbons  in  the  formal  decorative  classes  in 
1936.  Winner  of  the  Charles  H.  Ruscher  Me¬ 
morial  Cup  at  the  National  Show  at  Detroit.

^GENEVA  GIANT.  (Geneva  Dahlia  Gardens) 
An  informal  to  semi-cactus  that  is  of  im¬ 
mense  size,  10  to  13  inches,  and  can  be  grown 
larger  I  believe.  It  has  5  to  6  inches  in  depth. 
Bush  is  semi-dwarf  and  branches  wide.  It  has 
a  long  cane  to  hold  the  exhibition  bloom.  It 
is  a  very  prolific  bloomer.  Color  is  of  chrome 
yellow,  center  blending  to  apricot  with  a  suf¬ 
fusion  of  red  orange  on  reverse  side.  With 
the  twisted  petals,  the  combination  of  color  is 
beyond  words.  Div.  $10;  Plants  $3.75. 

*GOQD  NEWS.  Dec.  (Boender)  Another 
splendid  dahlia  at  a  ridiculous  price  for  such 
a  beautiful  and  outstanding  dahlia.  A  fine 
shade  of  pink,  large,  and  on  A-l  stems.  Plants 
only,  $2. 

"GRAND  MASTER.  (Caldwell)  “The  Perfect 
Formal  Decorative  Dahlia  of  1938.”  Color : 
Deep  bronze  shading  to  orange  at  the  center. 
A  very  large  deep  flower  which  can  compete 
in  the  largest  bloom  class.  Many  blooms 
measuring  12  to  14  inches  in  diameter  by  8 
inches  in  depth.  Plants  strong  with  foliage 
of  very  heavy  texture  making  it  practically 
insect-proof.

F.  D.  (Lee)  Another  beauty  and 
a  marvel  for  color.  Blooms  10x4  in.  held  on 
perfect  stems  over  4  ft.  bush.  Color  a  beau¬ 
tiful  strawberry  pink  or  bright  begonea  rose 
with  a  distinct  zone  of  lemon  yellow  at  base 
of  petals,  reverse  silvery  pink.  Truly  anoth¬ 
er  marvelous  color.  Div.  $5;  Plant  $2.50. 
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HONEY  MOON.  I.  D.  (Lee)  First  Prize  for 
best  I.  D.  at  Washington  Show,  Seattle. 
Color  center  petals  bright  yellow,  outer  pet¬ 
als  apricot,  recurving  like  a  giant  “Mum" 
Plant,  Al/2  ft.  stems,  ideal.  Div.  $3;  Plants 
$1.50. 

HI-L1TE.  I.D.  (Lee)  First  Prize  at  Wash¬ 
ington  Show  and  an  actual  Achievement 
Medal  winner  though  deprived  of  that  honor 
by  a  variety  afterwards  disqualified  and 
medal  withdrawn.  Plant  5  ft.  Blooms  11x5 
in.  Color  rich,  velvety  carmine,  shaded  rose 
red,  lightly  tipped  gold  with  silver  reverse, 
held  on  perfect  stems  far  above  the  plant. 
Another  beauty.  Roots  $4;  Plant  $2. 

JACK  BENNY.  I.  D.  (Edison)  Base  color 
lemon  yellow,  outer  2/z  of  florets  lightly  tinted 
scarlet  giving  the  flower  a  bitter  sweet 
orange  color.  Excellent  stems  from  14^/2  to 
15  in.  large  flowers  8  to  10  in.  3j4  to  4  in. 
depth.  Plants  6  ft.  by  3  to  4  ft.  across,  erect, 
dense  growth.  In  my  own  garden  one  plant 
had  four  blooms  out  at  once,  smallest  9 y2  in., 
largest  12  in.,  stems  15-22  in.  without  a  leaf. 
Div.  $5;  Plants  $2. 

JIMMIE  FOXX.  I.  D.  (Johnson)  A  truly 
spectacular  dahlia  of  giant  size ;  color  cop¬ 
pery  red  tinged  with  henna.  The  flowers 
easily  obtain  a  size  of  13  inches  in  diameter  by 
8  inch  depth  and  are  supported  by  strong 
straight  stems.  The  plant  is  an  exceptionally 
sturdy  grower  having  very  heavy  foliage. 
This  fine  dahlia  won  the  American  Home 
Achievement  Medal  as  the  best  worthy  un¬ 
disseminated  dahlia  at  the  New  York  Show; 
also  the  Derrill  W.  Hart  Memorial  Medal  of¬ 
fered  for  the  first  time  at  this  show.  The 
Derrill  W.  Hart  Medal  is  considered  by  the 
American  Dahlia  Society  as  the  highest 
award  in  the  seedling  class.  Further  win¬ 
nings  are  the  American  Home  Achievement 
Medal  and  the  Michell  Achievement  Medal  as 
the  best  seedling  and  the  best  dahlia  at  the 
Burholme  Show.  Also  won  the  Pennsylvania 
Horticultural  Society  Medal  at  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  Show  in  the  championship  seedling  class. 
Here  is  a  real  dahlia  that  should  be  in  your 
garden.  The  new  champion  that  was  not  de¬ 
feated  at  any  show:  named  in  honor  of  “Jim¬ 
mie  Foxx”,  the  popular  baseball  player  of  the 
Boston  “Red  Sox”.  Div.  $10  net;  Plants  $4. 
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*KEMP’S  GOLDEN  GIANT.  (Kemp)  This  is 
a  fitting  companion  to  the  Monarch  of  the 
East,  is  the  most  perfect  representative  of  the 
formal  decorative  type  dahlia  to  date.  The 
blooms  are  of  a  golden  yellow  color,  with  buff 
reverse,  and  without  forcing  at  all  we  have 
had  blooms  up  to  12  inches  in  diameter,  by  6 
inches  in  depth.
